IX. That the Prifoners on both Sides, whether 
Officers, Soldiers, Peafants, Women, or Servants, of 
what Condition foever, taken fince the Seventh of 
July of this prefent Year, on which Day the City 
and Caftle of Alicant were block’d up by Sea and 
Land, be reftor’d ; and that without paying any 
thing whatfoever. 

X. That no Officer, Soldier, or any Perfon now 
in the Caftle thall be imprifon'd or detain’d for any 
Debts contracted, giving only their Obligation for 
the fatisfying their Creditors, in as good a Form as 
they can; and Major General Mahony offers to do 
what depends on him for the Satisfaction of the 
faid Debts.
